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HARMONY THE WATCHWORD AMONG DOUGLAS COUNTY REPUBLICANS

Full Text of the Speeches Delivered at
the Mass Meeting Held at Wash-
ington Hall Friday Evening.

Faollowing (s the full stenographle report
of the speeches dellversed at the republican
mass mesilng at Washington hall on Fri-
day evening, In the order of the speakers:

Fellow Republloans and Gentlemen: You
all know what we are called togethar for.
This ja a harmony meeling, & sort of a
love feast in the republican party. This
movement waa started By the McKinley
club some months ago, and we have workad
slong that line, knd this in the Arst general
méeting wa have had. 1 now oall this mest-
ing to order and ask Senator Millard to
take charge of It and ast as chalrman,

Senntor Millard,

Gentlemén and Fellow Republicans: 1
asagme that you heve all read the call that
has been published two or three days, and
as we are all anxious to come together, I
take It thut the gentlemen who are pres.
ant are tnelined to stand with us and try
and mee If we cannot hring ourselves to-
gother so that at the coming election thers
will bs mwo difference among republicans,
(Applause.)

1 have been a republican [or many years
and voted a great many times for men who
were on the ticket that were really not ac-
ceptable to me, but [ hove made up my
mind after many years that the only thing
for & republiean to do Is to vols the ticket
from beginning to end, and I hope the gen-
tlemon in this meeting will all fesl the
necessity of coming together and seeing If
wé cannot make u sucdess at the coming
election. We all know how sasy It Is to
pull upart and sometimes how hard It Is to
got together, but this s one time when we
should combine and try and carry the elec-
tion at the coming November. We should
try and get togethoer so that at the ocoming
olection we can get togother, not only in
county and city, but In the sitxte and na-
tion, und that next year we will not only
elect the president and vice president. but
alpo the congressman, our governor and all |
the state ofMcers, also the legisiative ticket,
as ww expect to elect & United States sen-
ator at that time. 1 feel the nocesslty and
importanoce, and hope you feel that we can
get together and make success sure, not
only st this coming election, but all future
elections, (Applause.)

Mr, Chalrman and Fellow Republicans:
It afforda me great pleasurs to stand be-
fore this audience tonlght, becauss [ feel
it sugurd well for the suocesa of our party,
both for this yeur and next. I am In no
pohse i speaker and least of all a publie
speaker. 1 take it that I have Deen called
upon to say & few words tonight becaums
1 have attended every meeting, I belleve,
that has been held In this ity in the in-
torent of harmony, These meetings were
first held in the Millard hotel In this city.
There were a fow gentlemen from both fae-
tions In the party. I hate to use that word
and hope after tonight we will never again
hear of two factions In the. republican
party. (Applause.)

At the Instance of the McKinley club a
number of gentlemen were asked to mest
i1 the Millard hotel with a view, If pos-
pible, to wiping out differences, real or
tmaginery, which seemed to exist In the
party. We labored week ufter wesk and
peomed to mccomplish little. I begun to
feel It was love's Jabor lost, but, 1 say It to
the credit of the MeoKinley club, which is
composed of young men, thut they did not
feal ns I folt, and they still kept up the
good work, Bince that time we have had a
number of meetings, on an averags of two
& weel. These meotings have been at-
tended notively by thoss who were sup-
posedgo be aMliated with what was known
during the last election as the machine
wing of the party,

At first blush, the average man who Ia
not In sympathy with the “machine’ wiould
be liable ta concjude t these gentlemen
were gotting together At these meetings
for the purpose of pulting up a job on
the party, Fortunately for us, at s number
of our meetings certain gontiemen attended
who were associated with the other wing
of the party. 1 was also glad to see them
thers, becnuse they, better than we, could
fmpress thelr friends with the purpose
and objects of thesa mestings These
peopis were called together with a view to
first harmonizing themselves. For, 1 want

to say to gentlemen, that some differ-
ences had apparenily arisen in our own
wing. We first wanted to find out whether

‘our peopip for barmony, whether they wers
doslrous o0 hald out the ollve branch to
the other wide or to go It alone, 1 have
never atiended meetings where there
soemed to bo fuller and freer expression.
1 never attended meotings where there
secmed o ba falrer or more kindly dispossd
pentiments apparently felt and expresssd
and I want to say to you, gentlemen, that
it any of these prominent men associated
with the “machine’” faction have something
Rid up thelr aleeve I have been unabie to
discover I

We have arrived, among ourselves, at

in the natlon. We 4o not balleves It can be
snfely sald by any republican In either wing
of the republican party In this county that
the judicial ticket will not recelve the
unanimous wsupport of all republlcans In
thia judiclal distriet. (Applauss.)

1 belleve that 1 speak with full assurancs
and with Adelity to the republican party
when | pay that each and avery republican
In this elty does honor to the man
and honor to his vote when he onsts his
vole for Judge Barnes for judge of the su-
prema oourt of this state. He Is s dis-
tingulshod gentleman, a loarned lawyer,
and honest, and thess three things put him
In tha hest possible condition for the work-
ing out of the destinies of the people
through our tribunals. It emnnot be sald
by anyone who is acquainted with the ju-
dlcia’ tleket nominated for this Fourth ju-
dlelal district that thess men are not emi.
nently qualified fer the positions to which
they have been nominated, or that they do
not possesn In remarkable degree integrity
in themselves and the confidence of the
people. And this, further, that they have
& state pride, and that state pride has been
expressod in our cholce of & candldate for
vice prosident of the United #tates—IHon.
John L. Webster (great applauss) our man
Af woe have nssociated with him from day
to day, from year to year, and he has gone
in among us, we have somewhnt forgotian
tha colossn! standing of this, our friend and
oitigen and nelghbor. 'Those who have been
viewing him from a distance Are better
able to see and to meakure his status as
an Amstican ¢itigen, as a lawyer and as a
jurist, than any of us who have been closely
connected with him. And we ahall take
this opportunity of rallying to him and
doing everything that we can that he may
attain this last dlstinguished honor which
the state has so kindly given him.

8o much for the work of tha conventions
that have niready assembled. We are now
on the eve of the primary election, A wet
of rules has been put in force by the so-
called antl-machine wing of the republican
party In this county which are eminently
falr and which give to every republican in
this county a free and unirammoled choice,
(Applause.) I for ome stand for those rules
1 stand for the falr and legitimate Interpre-
tation of them, and the carrying Into full
force and effect according to thelr spirit
and effect. 1 do not atand here to dafend
for one moment any system by which that
choloa will ba eliminated and the purposes
of the rulss defeatsd. What ia the natural
result, then, of the present situatlon? All
the eandidates who can be voled for In the
coming primary election are now before
the people. While I have my own politioul
and personal friends among those peopls,
no matter whether my men are nominated
by the coming convention, or those who
have afMlinted with the opposite wing to
the one with which I have heen connected,
1 shall support that ticket from top to
botton. (Applause.)

I belleve that political parties are best
controlled by majority rule. 1 belleve that
tho foundation upon which the soclal. com-
paot is hullt Is made from the very best of
our republlean form of governmant—the
right of the majority to rule Ia best worked
out by the action of the majority of our
people in republican conventions aspembled.
Bo that when the convention has adjourned
I am willing to take thope nominees, make
them my personal and political friends, and
do everything In my power to elect them
at the coming election. (Applause, )

of The Omaha Bee and read from the

editorial page an editorinl, wrilten, 1
presume, by the ‘'manager, eoditor and
proprietof of the Omaha Dally News

(Laughterj—one who signed this call with
me and with others—who signoed this enll—
on which there must be placed a peculinr
econstruction, whatever may be the occusion
of this.

When 1T was & boy we  used to hunt
rabbits, Frequently some of us used to
start to congregate together and bulld
fenoces, and they used Lo start In a V shape,
and ot the end we had 4 trap, and we used
W get rabbita asn well a8 we could run
them into that V shaped trap, and got
sometimes a good many, someétimes not
many; and as I mead this article in The
Evening Bee 1 wondered {f this was n rab-
bit trap.

and presant; whila It ls true that Omaha

It Is an easy thing to be in
favor of harmony and elect a tloket, If
¥ou or your friends happen to be on that
ticket, but If the other fellow wins out,
It Is quite another question. What we
ought to do I8 to do as we are doing to-
night. To get together and talk these
matlers over. Bettle these past differences,
If we can, and go and slect the tioket that
will be nominated nt the next convention,
as will certainly be the result if we only
prestnt s solld front to the enemy. (A
volee: *The gophers will do It if the
mnachine will."

Let us present a sllod front
and work up this feeling of harmony, It is
a very nlea thing, and an easy thing for my
friend Moores to get up here and talk for
harmony. It Is & little sasler for him than
for some of the reat of ua, (Laughter.)

At the first harmony meeting thera was
present Mr. Hunter, Mr. Bruning and my-
solf. T wani to say these two gentlemen,
and perhaps It will not be charged up as
being egotlistical to say 1 jolned them In
the expression, regardiess of what has hap-
pened in the past, we were each and all
in favor of working up o sentiment for
peace among the republicans of Douxlan
county without regard to whether s oan-
didates were machine or antl-machine men.
We should work up, cultivate and bring
about results that we are all looking for,
1 recogmizne the right of republicans to
differ umong themselves, up to a certaln
point. Up to the paint of the meeting and
action of the convention. Then we should
all be republicans and stand by the nom-
Inees of our party. The nominees as deter-
mined by that conventlon. 1 may favor a
certaln party for sheriff; you may favor
some one alse, That Is all right to work

I have
this to say, however, if there are any
republicans in the city of Omaha, and
Douglas county, who ought to be In favor
of harmony, it & the wing of the party
that Is demominated the enti-machine, We
are about to determine whe' the candidates
of the party shall be, by & method that
wea from the boginning have insistedd was
right and proper. We are about o de-
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termine who our candidatos ahall bs by
golng to the Individual voters and letting
Lhem expross their oplnion. (Applause.)

Weo bave complalned heretofore, and we
have suggested that factions existed In the
party. Criminations and recriminations
have occurred becaums It was posaibls for
& purchasable dalegation, In & ocertain ro-
gion, to bo traded In a convention for
cortain  candidates, (Applause, & voles
“Good."")

We have complalned of such things. We
have sald that they wers wrong. We have
eald that they did not tend to bulld up
the republican party and make young men
respect it and want to be numbersd among
ita memberaship, We have got rid of that
eystem and adopted one that calls the in-
dividual member of the party inte the
place where he may exerciss his judgment
and sy who he wanta. And, esrtainly,
iIf there Is wnybody that ought to pledge
support to the nominess of the counvention,
made up in that way, the anti-machine
wing of the republioan party In Douglans
county ought to do (. I think I speak
for that wing. I think 1 speak for the
united voters of that wing of the party,
when I aay to you, here tonight, that when
the primaries are over, and the oandidates
aro selocted, It will not make the slightest
difference whether they are men who have
been heretofore known as muchine men or
not, If they are the cholce of the repub-
lican voters at the primaries, they will
have the united support of the anti-ma-
chine volers. (Loudl applause.)

A word more with respect to this matter,
The anti-machine members of the republl-
can party do not arrogate to themselves
ths right to say whether a candldata Is
honesl or reputabla, They leave that to
the wvoter, where It belongs, because L In
not pogeible to suppose that the majority
of the republicans of Douglns county, un-
trammeled In any way, except by the ex-
ercive of thelr will and judgment wili go to
the polls and vote for dishonest and unfit
men, and thay cannot do it this year, we
will nll ngree, beoause yow oan take the
lat of eandidates whose names are filed,
and there s not a dishonest or diareputable
one of the whole primary tlcket to be
voted for. (Applauso.)

There s not the slightest excusas for any
member of the republican party to com-
plsin of the action of the people, the mem-
bere of the party, the privates in the ranks,
at the primary election. I desire to say
for the antl-machine republicans, that
whatever has happened In the pust, and
nothing has happensd In the past that we
are here to apologize for (applause,)
whatever may have happensd in the past
and whatover may happen in the future,
we are In good faith at this meeting, In
favor aof harmony and pledge ourselves to
sbport the ticket that shall be nominatad
at the primaries regardiess of who It may
be. (Loud applause.)

Mr. Chalrman and Fellow Republicans:
When the call Is for harmony 1 always
attune my volee to wing. (Applause) 1
object a little bit to belng classified, be-
capse 1 do not know of a single faction In
the republican party that [ have not fought
with when some other fyction was fighting
ngainst the republioan ticket. (Applauss,)
But, as 1 recollect, the last time 1 had
the honor and pleasure of appearing in this
hall 1 seemed to be aimost the only stump
speaker, outside of the candidates, that
they could find for the republican Uaket.
I feel that the old play expressed It when
it said: “When they had agreed upon the
stage, thelr unanimity Is wondecful.'’

An & matter of fact, gentlemen, we have
had oonsiderable trouble In this ocounty
and I am not certain that it Is all over,
(Pleasantry.) But [ notlce that we have
reachod a point where the rank and file
of republicans are tired of knifing and f{t
must be wstopped. (Applause,) 1 have
enough confidence In  the ability sand
shrewdness of politlolans ard know that
they all ses the writing on the wall
(Laughter.) President Roosovelt s prace
tieally assured of the nomination for preasl-
dent. For him to state who he desirem tn

be & candidate for vice president would be |

impolitic and unfalr, but he has said that
the oandidate for wvlee prosident should
come from the west, and that I8 the one
thing that gives us great hope that our
distinguished ¢itison will be the next vice
president of the United Btates, (Applause,)

That remark of President Roosevelt s
consldered Nt und proper, because as one
of the leaders, or the great leader of the
republioan party, he Is giving advice and
recognizing looalitiss somewhat in selecting
the man who In to run with him for that
important position. In the memorable Chi.
cago convention when HRoscoe Conkling
marshaled the forces, and Grant, after the
contest In that conventlon, and Garfleld
was nominated for presldent, the friends of
Genoral Garflald nominated Chester A. Ar-
thur for viee president, beonuse they
deemed It good policy Lo say to the minority
in that convention that their services were
desired, that thelr efforts in behalf of the
party would be gppreclated.

Wa have adopted In this city & new form
of primary. Thus, all of us who belleve In
4 popular government must belleve that
the effect of this system of selecting oandl-
dntes will be that good men will be se-
lected, but we must remamber that we are
not all politiclans. A politiclan ls tralned,
from the cradle, to get up In a convention,
after his competitor has succeeded, thank-
Ing hin friends for the mupport and pledg.
Ing himself to the ticket. Wa usumlly have,
as my friend Burbank sald, such a friendly,
harmonious mesting at the end of the con-
vention, It was only at the last convention
that when that time came, one-~half of the
convention wus not there. (Applause.) The
polittelan knows what Is the proper thing
to do, and they do it, but It behooves us all
who ara here present to remember that the
great body of voters of the republican party
are not tralned in that manner.

How many people here know all of the
eandidates before the coming primary? I
venture the statement that there s not a
single candidnte that we will vots for who
has 2,000 aoqualintances in the city whom he
can ocall by name. The peoplée have to
vole for thmss candldates on thelr reputa-
tlon and on the statements that sre mads
for or aguinat them by others, [ expect
for "nru!f to prepare A slute of my own
and I expect to go forth and try and elect
my friends as the men whom | desire to
seo nominated, That is & part of the duty
of tha politician. It is a pleasurg to me.
1 have done it for years and shall continue
to do so, but I fesl that every politician,
every man actlive in the affalrs of the party.
owes a duty to himself and party at this
time to control and allay phejudica rather
than to create It; to bulld up n sentiment
that we owd & duty which we should por-
tnrm. 1 have had for myselfl a simple
rule that has always gulded me satis-
factorily when tempted to estray. ‘That
rule & that when I particlpate In the
primary of a party I agree o give my suc-
cesaful opponent the same cordial support
that 1 would have expected from him and
hin friends had my favorits candidate suo-
coeded. (Applause) It is a matter of
agioament. It is o matter of good faith,
and If we oconld only begin bere, at this
tarmony meeling. to spread sentiment
through the ity that s what esvery
honorable man ahouid do who participaies
o our primaries; that it s a duty, an lm.
pliad contragt that he ahould fulfll ihen
we would do mudh to bring rbout harmony.

We should take Inlo pomsiderstion wame
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other things. When we have had the con-
vention system, we have considered what
the country precincts wanted. Wa oon-
midersd what South Omaha wanted, We
considered the Alifferent nesds of the clity
and we have made our candidaton so aAs
to strengthen the party In all quagters,
We have given nationalities re n-
tatlon upon the tickel, not bDecaums =&
forelgn born citlken as such is entitied to
nomination, but because the forsigner tnkes
R coartaln pride In any of thelr countrymen
who s honored by the publle ut large, and
that when we honor a membor of thelr
nationality by nominating him to some Im-
portant otfloa wa Incroase his Influsnce, mo
that ke can be more useful to the party,
We have always conaldered thess things
In conventions, but there s danger that
the great body of republicans will not con.
sldor these mattera, unless all stump
speakers from now on until election try
to teach the publle, If you will pardon my
assumption that A stump speaker can tench
anybody anything. They should endsavor
to temch ‘the publle, that the locality of
the candidatesn, the Interest that e back
of them, the men that they will be Induded
to support by placing certain candldates
on the tleket, the occupation, whether
Iaborer or business mhn, so that the ticket
will not be composed of any one clasa of
men. All thess should be consldered at
the time the republican caxts his ballot.
That should be a matter of argument In
the varlous club meetlngs that may be
held.

In that same connectlon comes the fac-
tions. 1 was In the Inat conventlon. After
thers was Iaft but one-half of the conven-
tlon, the majority remained to nominate,
two of the principal offices and four of tha
candidates for councll, were named from
the oppoaition faction that had Jeft
the hall. This was done becauss it was a
matter of policy, to ahow, no matter how
much the dissatisfaction might be, that the
republicans, the responsible wing that wan
left, was willing to recognizs factions in the
Interest of harmony. (Applause.) That
may have resulted disastrously to Mr. Con-
nell and a few others at that time, but the
principle was right and will win, and the
fact that we have much a large reprasonta-
tive gathering as we have tonlght of Influ-
ential republican managers shows that we
are getting together. There should be no
mocrot organization with a view of knifing
the ticket and defeating the candidates and
Injuring the party. This sentiment Is grow-
Ing, as it should have grown years ago,
and in this next election we will have a
united party, and the victory to which we
ara entitled. I thank you.

Mr., Chalrman, Fellow Republicans and
Cltigens: This Is one of the most harmon!-
ous meetings that I have attended. If thia
wis a debate some would speak in favor of
harmony and some against harmony, but
It s g0 harmonious tonight that there is
no dissenting opinfon. It is ke the sub-
Jeet which was brought up In a debating
soclety that broke up that soolety. The
question was: “Resolved, That we are
In favor of good government' Tt broke
up the society for the reason that there
was no negative. Ho with us, we are all
in favor of harraony. 'That Is a popular
subject upon which we can all speak. If
we had had harmony for the last three or
four ysars the demoerats would not fill the
city hall and the oourt house and other
county positions.
